DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Regarding application 10/550,658 entitled "Simultaneous directional timing 
display" it is noted that claims 2, 4, 8, and 9 are cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 , 3, and 5-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 3, and 5-7 are allowed due to the limitation of "the first and second 

indicating means being arranged to move in unison towards the intermediate location." 
The recited claim language is not found in the prior art references. Furthermore, it 
would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the prior art to 
obtain the recited claim limitation. 

Regarding the prior art of record, it is well known that the game of basketball 
requires a shot clock, just as most sports require a timing display or mechanism. For 
example, U.S. Patent No. 2,177,938 (Hamilton) clearly is a sporting display and counts 
down the time remaining. However, Hamilton teaches a single indicator moving from 
left to right. The specification of the instant invention clearly discusses the ability to 
have two indicators moving in unison toward the center, intermediate location in order to 
give the athlete quick glance capabilities without distorting his or her perception of the 
game. Therefore, claims 1 , 3, and 5 - 7 are allowed over the prior art of record.
